CONVENTION ASSEMBLED. 
The convention was called to orde: 


at a ijuarter past 10 o'clock by Count} 
Superintendent J. M. Bhelley. A. H 
Kittteman, Esq., of Quakertown, was 
elected chairman of the convention 
and LewIb C. Weitling, of Newtown 
and Hugh B. Eastburn, Esq., of 
Doylestown, weie elected secretarys. 


Upon the cull of the roll two hun- 


dred and forty-one directors responded,

SKETCH OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Prof. J. Harry Hoffman, the newly- 


elected County Superintendent, was 
born 
at 
Frederick, 
Montgomery 


county, Pa., September 14, 1874. He 
was educated in the public schools, 
Perkiomen Seminary, Kutztown State 
Normal Shcool, and finally graduated 
as one of the three honor men in a 
class of^upwards of two hundred stu- 
dents from the West Chester State Nor- 
mal School, taking extra Latin and 
Nature Study in the last mentioned 
school. 
Mr. Hoffman taught to 'the 


eminent satisfaction of patrons, direct- 
ors and County Superintendent R. F. 
Hoffecher in the ungraded and graded 
public schools of Montgomery county 
for eight terms also temporarily in 
the West Chester 
(Chester county) 
High School, and was always noted 
for power of discipline, and executive 
ability. 


For several years he has been the 


efficient principal of the 
Newtown 
High School. 


Mr. Hoffman has always been act- 


ive and prominent In church, Chris- 
tian 
Endeavor and Sunday school 


•work—nine years' superintendent of 
the same Sunday school—has always 
delighted and taken an active part In 
debating societies, teachers' meeting 
and other educational gatherings.

Former Rector of St. James' Church 


of Bristol, Passes Away—His Life 
was Eventful—Called 
"Angel of 


Mercy." 


Following a long period of failing 


health, the Rev. William Bryce Mor- 
row, 
retired clergyman of the Eplsoo- 


>al Church, and former rector of St. 
fames, of Bristol, died last Friday 
morning at the 
home of his son, 


Ralph L. Morrow, I'lainfield, N. J. 
He had been a resident of Plainfleld 
[or nearly ten years, having gone to 
ihatcity from Bristol. His last Ill- 
ness began three v eeks before his death 
with rheumatism which brought on 
other complications and he steadily 
sank, death occurring at 5.15 last Fri- 
day morning. 


AN EVENTFUL LIFE. 


Rev. William Bryce Morrow was 


born at Manchester, England, Febru- 
ary 18, 1839, and was the son of Bryce 
Morrow. He was educated at Harrow 
school and after two years of commer- 
cial life in London, during which he 
continued classical reading under a 
graduate of Trinity College, Dublin, 
he came to the United States. He be- 
came acquainted with Bishop Mcll- 
vaine, of Ohio, who persuaded him to 
enter the ministry. 
He graduated 


from the General Theological Semi- 
nary, New York, in 1863, among his 
classmates being Bishop O/.i Whitak- 
er, of Pennsylvania. 


In 1864, Mr. Morrow served as a 


chaplain, under the Christian Com- 
mission, to the sick and wounded sol- 
diers on Blackwell's and David's Is- 
lands, New York. In 1875, Governor 
John F. Hartranft. of Pennsylvania, 
appointed him chaplain with the rank 
of captain, of the lourth Regiment, 
Infantry, Fifth Brigade, Second Di- 
vision, National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania, the commission beim; for live 
years. His first charge was a tempor- 
ary one, at Trinity Church, Newark, 
in 1883, during the absence of the Rev. 
J. C. ICccleston. Next he became as- 
sistant to Rev. Dr. A. Cleveland Coxc, 
at Calvary Church. New York, and 
later assumed charge of the Church of 
the Reconciliation on East 30th street. 
He resigned because of too great a tax 
on his health in mission work, and 
went to Greenbush on the Hudson, N. 
Y., ministering there until 1867.' 


His succeeding rectorships were at 


Bt. Stephen's Church, Milburn, N. J.; 
Trinity Church, Easton, Pa.; Bt 
Paul's Church, Peoria, 111.; Church 
of the Redeemer, Sayre, Pa.; thence 
to St. John's Church, Carlisle, Pa., 
and lastly to St. James' Church, Bris- 
tol, Pa., where he retired in 1900, be- 
cause of failing health, 
going to 


Plainfleld immediately afterward. 


Mr. Morrow was culled to Trinity 


Church, Easton, in 1875, when the 
parish's church edifice was in the 
hands of a sheriff on the foreclosure of 
a heavy mortgage. 
Being granted 


three months by the mortgagees, he 
left his parish and went among his 
personal friends in New York and 
Philadelphia, 
raising the necessary 


$20,000 within the given time and 
clearing the entire debt. 


While Mr. Morrow's work as a 


clergyman won for him an enviable 
record in the Central Pennsylvania 
diocese, it remained for the smallpox 
epidemic in South Bethlehem in 1882 
to reveal his undaunl-d principles and 
devotion to duty. 
When the disease 


was claiming scores of victims Mr. 
Morrow volunteered to enter the infect- 
ed district to minister to the .sick and 
to bury the dead. When the scourge 
was finally removed, the clergyman 
was hailed everywhere as the "Angel 
of Mercy." 
The employes of 
the 


Bethlehem Iron Company and other 
grateful citizens of Bethlehem 
ar- 


ranged a public reception, at which 
he was presented with a gold watch 
valued at $1,000. 


At the request of Robert Asa Packer, 


of railroad fame, Mr. Morrow went to 
Sayre, Pa., in 1882. A year following 
the latter's death, his residence prop, 
erty, then valued at $250,000, was 
placed in Mr. Morrow's hands by a 
sister to found a general hospital. He 
successfully established what is now 
known as the Robert Packer Hospital, 
of Sayre. Mr. Morrow was its warden 
for the first five years. In 1860 Mr. 
Morrow 
married 
Miss 
Elizabeth

Greatest Lumber Cut. 


More lumber was cut In the United 


States last year than in any othei 
year in its historj*. The enormous 
amount of 87,550,786 board feet was 
produced, and the mill value of this 
was $621,151,388. In addition, there 
were produced 11,858,260,000 shingles, 
valued at $24,155,555, and 8,812,807,- 
000 lath, valued at $11,490,570. On 
the whole, it is safe to say that the 
present annual lumber cut of the Tint 
ted Stales approximates 40 billion 
feet, and that the total mill value of 
the lumber, lath and shingles each 
year produced is not less than $700, - 
000,000, These figures give some idea 
of how vast is the lumber industry 
and how great is the demand for its 
products. 


A glance at the kinds of lumber pro- 


duced show very clearly the passing 
of white pine and oak, one of the 
greatest softwood and the other the 
greatest hardwood which the forest 
has ever grown. Since 1899 the cut of 
white pine has fallen off more than 40 
per cent, while that of white oak has 
fallen off more than 36 per cent. To- 
day yellow pine leads all other wootls 
in amount cut, while Douglas fr— 
and this will be a surprise to many- 
comes second. Since 1899 the cut of 
Douglas fir has increased 186 per cent. 
Louisiana is the foremost yellow pine 
State, with Texas, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas following in order. Wash- 
ington produces by far the greatest 
amount ol Douglas fir. 


A comparison of the lumber-p;oduc- 
ing states shows that since 1899 there 
have been many changes in their rela- 
tive rank. 
Washington, which in 


1899 stood sixth, now leads, while 
Wisconsin, which eight years ago led 
all others, is now third. In the same 
period 
Oregon, 
Louisiana, Missis- 


sippi, 
Idaho and California 
made 


great strides as 
lumber-producing 
states, though, on the other hand, the 
amount produced in Michigan, Wis- 
consin, 
Minnesota, Georgia, Ken- 


tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Indiana 
and Ohio fell off anywhere from 29 to 
54 per cent. 


The highest-priced native woods are 
walnut, hickory and ash, and the 
cheapest are larch and white fir. 
From the fact, however, that since 
1899 the average increase in the price 
of lumber has been 49 per cent., it 
will not be long before cheap woods 
are few and far between.

Finance Committee of Council So Re- 


commendi the 26 Per Cent. 


Increase. 


At a meeting of the Finance com- 


mittee of the Bristol Borough Council 
held on Monday evening 
the bor- 


ough's financial condition was care- 
fully considered and the proposed ex- 
penditures for the ensuing year were 
computed and apportioned, and it was 
found that in order to maintain the 
H.xed charges of the borough and main- 
tain the street improvements it would 
be necessary to produce $25,000 in rev- 
enue, and In order to acquire this 
amount of income a 95 cent tax rate 
would be necessary. The present tax 
rale is 75 cents. 


The committee received a communi- 


cation from Joseph R. Grundy, chair- 
man of the Street committee, stating 
that if the sum of $8000 was placed at 
the disposal of the Street committee he 
would parsonally agree to expend up- 
on the public streets of the borough 
during the year an additional ¥5000.

Grundy declared that he was not un- 
mindful of the fact that it would re- 
quire an advance in the tax rate which 
has pievuiled for n number of years in 
order to place at the disposal of the 
Street committee the sum of $6000.

Judge Paxson's Will Invalid. 


Holding Invalid the bequest~u,i Ed- 


win M. Paxson, late Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, which provided 
if«00,000 for tne establishment of an 
agricultural shcool for boys, in Bucks 
county, Chief Justice Mitchell, the 
decedent's successor as premier of the 
Supreme Oourt bench, on Monday, 
sustained the Orphans' Court and re- 
fused to allow the bequest. 


Heirs of Justice Paxaon contested 


the will in Orphans' Court, holding 
that the instrument had not been exe- 
cuted thirty days prior to the deced- 
ent's death as required by act of As- 
sembly relating to devises or bequests 
to charity. The point was raised that 
it had not been properly witnessed by 
two subscribing witnesses at the time 
of the execution. 
The lower Court 


sustained the contention and declared 
the bequest to be invalid. 


Justice Mitchell, in his opinion, dis- 


cusses the meaning of "attesting" and 
"subscribing" witnesses. 
He holds 


that "attesting" means "subscrib'ng 
witnesses' who "subscribed" their 
names at the time of the execution and 
not merely "attested" it at the time 
of probate.
